That the work end laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in the
gtreete and the restoration and maintenance of sald streets after smid maine have
been laid, shall be under the supervision and direotion of the COity Manager, and
under all the pertinent terms and oconditions of the certain franohise granted to
8ald Company by the Oity of Austin.
